God  has  brought  us  across  the  conference  year  1950-51,  with  un- 
erring hands.  We  count  it  a  joy  as  well  as  a  privilege  to  be  co- 
laborers  together  with  Him  in  the  interest  of  Kingdom  Building.  We 
bless  His  Name,  and  give  thanks  to  Him  for  restoring  to  health,  our 
beloved  Bishop,  who  has  led  this  area  to  great  heights,  and  whose 
leadership  is  respected  and  appreciated  by  pastors  and  laymen  of  this 
great  conference. 

The  Health  of  the  Ministers  and  Their  Families 

Most  of  the  ministers  have  enjoyed  good  health.  Of  course,  there 
has  been  some  illness,  and  death  has  claimed  seven.  Those  who  were 
ill  were:  Revs.

Central   Christian   Advocate 

The  members  of  our  churches  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  we  have 
the  Central  Christian  Advocate  as  our  official  Organ,  and  pledge  their 
continued  support.  On  the  New  Orleans  District  a  very  successful  drive 
was  conducted,  and  a  new  method  of  issuing  Honor  Certificates  of 
Merit  was  introduced  by  Business  Manager  H.  C.  Harper,  and  the 
Editor,  Dr.  P.  A.  Taylor,  Jr.,  which  created  considerable  interest  in 
the  paper. 

Parsonages 

Most  of  the  parsonages  on  our  several  districts  are  in  livable  con- 
dition. Some  are  modern,  and  others  are  being  repaired.  It  is  our  aim 
that  all  of  our  properties  will  be  put  into  first  class  condition.  Repairs 
have  been  made  at  the  following  points:  St.  Peter,  Jeanerette,  Frank- 
lin, Morgan  City.  The  parsonage  at  Fairfield  has  been  renovated,  at  a 
cost  of  $1,800  cash.  Mt.  Olive,  Bastrop  ,has  been  redecorated. 

Conferences    and   Institutes 

District  and  sub-district  institutes  in  the  field  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation ,have  been  held  on  all  of  the  districts.  A  glance  at  the  report 
of   our   Executive    Secretary,   and   the   Youth   Director,   Rev.    and   Mrs. 
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N.  P.  Perry,  will  bring  to  focus  the  achievements  wrought  under  their 
leadership.  Each  of  the  five  districts  conducted  successful  District 
Conferences,  which  were  very  largely  attended,  and  much  information 
given  out.  The  Annual  Conference  Missionary  Institute  was  indeed  a 
success,  which  was  held  at  Hartzell  Methodist  Church,  and  Pastor  S. 
W.   Walker,   and  the   local   membership   gave  fine   entertainment. 

Institutions 

Dillard  University,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  A.  W  .Dent,  Presi- 
dent, is  celebrating  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  president's  tenure 
of  office  here.  During  the  past  ten  years  Dillard  has  witnessed  what 
has  been  referred  to  as  its  golden  age.  Flint  Goodridge  Hospital,  under 
the  fine  guidance  of  Mr.  C.  C.  Weil,  recently  installed  a  Blood  Bank, 
which  is  to  serve  a  great  and  long  felt  need.  The  restoration  of  the 
health  of  Bishop  Brooks,  is  largely  tracable  to  the  efficient  manage- 
ment and  service  of  Flint  Goodridge  Hospital.  The  new  Thorny  Laf on 
Protestant  Old  Folks  Home,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  C.  0. 
Greene,  and  its  achievements  will  be  reflected  in  the  superintendent's 
Annual  Report.  Much  progress  is  being  made,  the  population  has  been 
increased  in  recent  months,  and  it  is  on  its  way  to  self  support.  The 
Peoples  Methodist  Community  Center,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Rev.  R.  W.  Calvin,  is  going  right  along  with  plans  for  the  erection  of 
a  new  and  modern  Community  Center.  Upwards  of  $75,000  is  being 
appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  for  this  purpose.  With 
funds,  or  out  of  the  funds  provided  by  the  Louisiana  Annual  Confer- 
ence, the  Center  bought  from  the  Peoples  Methodist  Church,  twenty 
feet  of  additional  space,  at  a  cost  of  $7,000  cash.  Sager  Brown  Home 
and  Godman  School  have  enjoyed  a  good  year  under  the  leadership  of 
Evelyn  Thomas,  superintendent,  and  Mr.  Bridgett,  the  principal.  A 
new  boys'  dormitory  is  nearing  completion  at  a  cost  of  $65,000,  which 
will  replace  the  one  that  was  destroyed  by  fire  several  years  ago. 

District  Parsonages 

The  Baton  Rouge  District  reports  that  the  district  property  on 
Terry  Street  will  be  sold  in  the  very  near  future,  and  the  proceeds  will 
be  used  to  renovate  the  District  Parsonage  at  1226  Bare  Street,  Baton 
Rouge.  The  Franklin  District  Board  of  Trustees,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Dr.  Pemelton,  New  Iberia,  are  planning  to  purchase  a  District 
Parsonage.  Some  money  is  on  hand  for  this  purpose.  The  District 
Property  in  Monroe  consists  of  two  buildings,  which  make  up  the 
Shreveport  District  Parsonage.  The  New  Orleans  District  has  a  beau- 
tiful District  Parsonage  at  2021  Louisiana  Ave.  Recently  $1,000  was 
paid  on  a  note  of  $6,000,  as  well  as  the  interest,  and  a  $1,200  note  was 
paid  off  at  the  National  American  Bank.  It  was  voted  at  the  last 
District  Conference  to  put  on  a  program  on  the  district,  so  as  to 
liquidate  the  debt  in  two  years. 

Lay  Activities 

When  the  Treasurer's  Report  is  handed  out  on  Saturday,  it  will 
reveal  that  the  Conference  for  the  year,  has  been  paid  in  full,  which 
was  $29,371.47.  The  Advance  Specials  showed  $9,575.  The  Week  of 
Dedication  and  other  benevolent  causes  have  been  met  in  full  also. 
The  accomplishment  of  the  aboev  successes  has  been  made  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Lay  Activities  across  the  conference, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  Lay  Leader,  Mr.  J.  R.  Pat- 
terson, Mr.  James  Carney,  vice  lay  leader.  The  District  lay  leaders 
as  follows:  Baton  Rouge  District,  Mr.  L.  M.  Johnson;  Franklin  Dis- 
trict, Mr.  Raymond  Pinkston;  Lake  Charles  District,  Dr.  C.  V.  Cooper; 
New  Orleans  District,  Mr.  Oscar  Jamison,  and  the  Shreveport  District, 
Mr.  R.  A.  Thomas. 
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The  District  Superintendents  have  cooperated  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  in  working  out  and  put  into  legal  form  Amendments  to  the 
Charter  of  the  conference,  which  were  approved  last  year  at  Shreve- 
port.  When  the  Charter  had  been  drawn,  and  properly  signed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  sent  to  Baton  Rouge  for  recording,  it  was  found 
out  that  the  Charter,  which  is  carried  in  the  Minutes  of  our  Confer- 
ence of  1911,  had  never  been  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State.  The  fee  was  paid  and  the  original  Charter  was  recorded,  and 
also  the  Amendments  as  they  appear  in  our  1950  Minutes. 

Highlights   of   the    Several   Districts 

Baton  Rouge 

All  of  the  men  have  wrought  well  on  the  Baton  Rouge  District. 
The  Port  Allen  Church  has  been  completed  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Rev.  A.  M.  Taylor.  He  was  successful  in  raising  $2,000  so  as  to  qualify 
for  the  assistance  from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  in  the  amount 
of  another  $2,000  which  was  needed  to  complete  the  church.  The  look 
forward  to  purchasing  pews  at  a  later  date.  The  Greater  St.  Mark 
Church,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  J.  D.  McCrory,  is  under  con- 
struction, and  will  be  completed  this  year  in  1951.  Additions  have  been 
made  to  the  Hughes  Church  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Ellis   Slater. 

Franklin  District 

The  Baldwin  Church  has  been  redecorated  and  the  debt  (on  the 
roof)  has  been  paid  off  in  full.  Rev.  A.  D.  Edwards  is  the  pastor. 
Franklin  Asbury  has  been  painted,  the  property  and  additional  prop- 
erties have  also  been  painted,  and  new  fans  installed.  Hahnville,  with 
Rev.  Eddie  Carter  as  pastor,  has  made  ample  repairs  on  the  church 
building  and  roof.  It  is  now  in  good  shape.  Jeanerette  Circuit,  Rev.  J. 
S.  Dickson  pastor,  Patotville  church  has  been  painted  and  repaired — 
free  of  debt.  LaPlace,  Ninde  Chapel,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  O. 
J.  D.  Rainey  is  nearing  completion.  Our  Lutcher  Chapel,  under  the 
leadership  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Willis,  has  made  substantial  improvements, 
and  both  properties  insured.  Morgan  City  Circuit,  repairs  have  been 
made  in  the  Parsonage  and  new  furnishings  added  in  Walmsley 
Church,  and  a  new  roof  has  been  put  on  Mason  Church,  which  was 
paid  for  cash,  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $500.  Napoleonville  Circuit, 
Rev.  V.  S.  Byounne,  pastor,  Wesley  Church  has  been  completely  reno- 
vated and  a  beautiful  Hammond  e^ctric  organ  installed,  New  Iberia, 
Rev.  P.  M.  Jones,  Pastor.  A  new  Hammond  organ  has  been  installed, 
and  an  electric  water  fountain  installed,  along  with  additional  re- 
pairs. Olevia  Circuit  was  in  charge  of  the  late  Rev.  B.  J.  Hurd.  It  has 
been  painted  inside  and  out.  St.  Peter  Circuit,  Rev.  S.  J.  Thomas, 
pastor:  Repairs  have  been  made  on  the  parsonage  and  a  new  roof  has 
been  put  on  our  Crawford  Church.  Thibodaux  Circuit,  Rev.  E.  L. 
Berry  pastor,  substantial  repairs  have  been  made  at  both  churches, 
Thibodaux  and  Shriever,  and  $600  has  been  paid  on  the  indebtedness. 
Union,  Miller  Poledore  pastor.  Some  repairs  were  made  here  which 
were  very  much  needed.  A  complete  paint  job  has  been  made  on  the 
church. 

Lake  Charles  District 

Wesley  Church,  Pineville,  under  the  leadership  of  the  pastor,  Rev. 
James  Johnson,  has  raised  $500  on  building  fund.  St.  Mark,  Melder, 
C.  E.  Castain,  pastor;  Lee  Chapel,  Colfax,  supplied  by  brother  Albert 
Williams;  St.  Mark,  Teche,  of  the  Washington  Circuit,  Rev.  T.  H. 
Sampson,  pastor,  and  the  Emanuel  Church,  Cane  River  Circuit,  sup- 
plied by  E.  L.  Dotson,  each  has  been  remodeled  and  repaired.  Some  of 
these  are  yet  to  be  painted,  but  there  is  no  debt  for  the  work  they  have 
done.   The  membership   at  Natchitoches,  under  the  leadership   of   Rev. 
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T.  J.  Bridgett,  pastor,  has  raised  funds  for  a  major  remodeling  and 
beautification  job.  All  of  the  men  have  been  tall,  strong  and  courageous, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Revs.  G.  C.  Hayword  of  Warren,  Lake  Charles, 
and  Rev.  W.  G.  Jones,  who  are  reported  ill.  We  ask  God's  blessing  upon 
each  of  them.  The  Lake  Charles  District  is  for  the  most  part  a  rural 
district,  but  crammed  full  of  significant  advantages  for  kingdom 
building. 

New  Orleans  District 

The  Acts  of  the  Apostles  on  the  New  Orleans  District  will  be  re- 
ported by  the  Treasurer,  yet  there  are  several  points,  about  which 
special  mention  might  well  be  made.  They  are  as  follows: 

We  have  organized  what  is  called  the  "Council  of  Church  School 
Workers,"  and  the  Council  of  "Charge  Lay  Leaders,"  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mrs.  D.  P.  Handy,  and  Mr.  James  Carney  respectfully.  We 
regret  to  announce  that  some  90  days  ago  the  grim  reaper,  death, 
visited  the  District  and  removed  the  late  Rev.  H.  W.  A.  Mitchell,  at 
Bogalusa.  Brother  Freddie  White  was  appointed  to  carry  on  until  the 
conference.  This  accepted  supply  pastor  has  led  the  congregation  suc- 
cessfully during  this  period,  and  all  claims  were  paid  in  full. 

It  has  been  reported  that  the  New  Orleans  District  has  on  the 
greatest  building  program  of  any  district  in  the  Central  Jurisdiction, 
meaning  that  the  district  is  really  on  the  march.  The  overall  program 
that  has  been  inspired  and  led  on  by  our  beloved  Bishop  Brooks  will 
include  the  following: 

First  Street  began  a  renovation  program  which  was  to  cost  $14,000, 
but  with  additions,  such  as  electrification  of  the  organ,  the  installation 
of  the  winding  stairs,  carpets,  etc.,  and  changing  of  the  front  from 
Dryades  Street  to  First  Street,  the  cost  is  reported  to  reach  upwards 
of  $25,000.  They  raised  for  all  purposes  this  year  upwards  of  $35,000. 
Rev.  T.  R.  W.  Harris  is  the  pastor.  Philip  Memorial,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Rev.  R.  13.  Taylor,  plans  to  build  a  $40,000  church.  Last  Sunday 
they  raised  $3,450,  bringing  the  total  building  on  hand  to  $17,000. 
Peck  Memorial  has  on  a  drive  to  build  a  $35,000  church.  The  $7,500 
rally  has  been  planned,  and  Rev.  E.  S.  Johnson,  pastor,  hopes  to  raise 
half  of  the  money  within  the  next  few  months.  They  have  on  hand 
nearly  $10,000  on  hand.  Williams  Church,  Rev.  S.  G.  Reed  as  pastor, 
is  almost  through  raising  its  $4,000  to  qualify  for  a  $2,000  donation 
from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  so  as  to  complete  the  renovation 
of  Williams  at  a  cost  of  $6,000.  Rev.  R.  W.  Calvin,  of  Haven,  has  on  a 
$3,500  remodeling  program,  and  the  parsonage  has  been  renovated  and 
no  debt  is  being  made.  They  raised,  in  two  efforts,  upwards  of  $1,500. 
The  Brooks  Methodist  Church  is  to  build  a  $15,000  church,  and  plans 
are  under  way  to  raise  another  $3,000  so  as  to  qualify  for  a  loan  and 
donation  from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions.  Rev.  C.  O.  Greene,  pastor. 
Grace  Church,  during  the  past  year,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  C.  T. 
Wethers,  has  constructed  ladies'  and  men's  rest  rooms,  etc.,  at  a  cost 
of   about  $2,000. 

'  Mt.  Zion  Church  will  soon  break  ground  for  their  new  church  that 
is  to  be  built  on  Louisiana  Ave.  and  Magnolia  Street.  Rev.  R.  D.  Hill, 
pastor,  has  led  this  congregation  in  raising  for  all  purposes  this  year, 
upwards  of  $34,000.  He  has  on  hand  about  $62,000.  And  the  church  they 
have  in  mind  will  run  between  $75,000  and  $100,000.  The  plans  are  in 
the  hands  of  Dr.  E.  J.  Hammond,  who  will  soon  have  them  completed, 
and  Mt.  Zion  will  be  on  its  way. 

One  of  the  great  jobs  done  on  the  district  this  year  was  the 
leadership  of  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Haywood,  pastor  of  Wesley,  who  led  Wes- 
ley into  the  purchasing  of  the  old  Mt.  Zion  Church  for  $25,000.  Very 
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soon  the  act  of  sale  will  be  passed,  and  when  Mother  Wesley  will 
finally  be  demolished,  through  a  joint  agreement  between  the  two 
Boards  of  Trustees,  the  two  congregations  wnill  jointly  worship  there 
at  different^  hours.  We  had  a  notice  from  the  City  of  New  Orleans 
last  week,  that  we  would  be  given  30  days  to  be  out  and  the  building 
demolished,  but  we  through  our  attorney,  have  been  given  another  90 
day  extension.  Still  another  fine  piece  of  work  was  done  at  Hartzell 
Church,  where  the  District  Conference  was  so  successfully  held.  Brother 
S.  W.  Walker,  pastor,  made  additions  of  ladies'  rest  rooms  and  men's 
rest  rooms.  The  church  will  pay  $1,800  pastor's  salary  next  year  as 
against  $1,200  last  year. 

Peoples  Methodist  has  also  had  a  most  successful  year.  Budget 
envelopes  are  in  use  at  the  church,  with  each  carton  numbered,  and 
we  have  distributed  135  cartons  of  envelopes.  Just  recently  they  in- 
stalled a  Hammond  electric  organ  at  a  cost  of  $2,700.  Last  Sunday, 
with  the  raising  of  $1,900,  the  last  note  on  the  organ  was  paid,  and 
the  organ  has  been  dedicated.  During  the  year  a  strip  of  20  feet  of 
land  was  sold  to  the  Peoples  Center  at  a  cost  of  $7,000  cash.  The  plan 
is  to  build  a  parsonage  and  remodel  the  church,  and  it  is  thought  that 
the  cost  will  run  around  $15,000.  The  church  has  on  hand,  in  bank, 
nearly  $8,000  for  such  a  purpose.  Before  the  church  could  sell  to  the 
Center  this  trip  of  20  feet,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  had  to  lift 
their  trust  agreements,  etc.,  and  have  placed  upon  the  property  a 
Louisiana  mortgage.  It  took  a  little  time  to  accomplish  he  legal  end  of 
such  a  transaction,  but  it  was  finally  done.  This  church  paid  $400  to 
the  Conference  Budget  and  met  all  other  claims. 

The  newest  highlight  on  the  district,  however,  is  the  birth  of  an- 
other new  born  "church  baby."  Out  in  Gentilly,  there  seems  to  be  an- 
other project  going  forward,  and  a  number  of  families  are  moving  out 
there.  Several  years  ago  Rev.  S.  Barze  was  appointed  there  to  begin 
a  Mission.  Recently  the  'District  Superintendent  visited  the  place  and 
notd  there  were  19  adult  members  on  roll  and  some  45  church  school 
members.  A  new  church  was  organized  and  this  new  born  church  prom- 
ises, for  the  future,  if  proper  attention  is  given  to  it.  One  of  the  signs 
that  they  mean  business  is  that  they  have  asked  that  they  be  given  a 
quota  so  that  they  can  be  connected  with  the  great  work  that  is  being 
done  by  the  Methodist  Church.  They  now  meet  in  the  building  occu- 
pied by  the  office  of  the  project.  At  this  conference  the  District  Super- 
intendent is  offering  another  church.  Another  plan  is  to  study  the 
Louisa  Project,  an??  see  what  can  be  done  in  that  section. 

Shreveport  District 

The  Fairfield  charger,  with  Rev.  Hubbard  Daniels,  has  done  a  good 
job  this  year.  He  has  renovated  the  p^rsonaare  at  a  cost  of  $1,800 
cash.  Plans  are  under  way  to  install  sanitary  improvements,  since  the 
City  of  Shreveport  plans  to  bring  pavements  and  sewerage  connec- 
tions through  that  section  of  the  city.  Mt.  Olive,  Bastrop,  has  put  in 
new  paper  in  the  parsonage  and  is  also  planning  sanitary  improvements. 

A  Family  Life  Conference,  Vacation  Church  School,  Young  Adult 
Assembly  were  conducted.  In  several  of  the  rural  churches  were  con- 
ducted Vacation  Church  Schools  also. 

The  late  Rev.  O.  Charles  Daigle  laid  down  his  mantle  some  fifteen 
days  before  the  last  conference,  and  to  pick  up  where  he  left  off  and 
carry  on  was  a  man's  size  undertaking.  He  did  his  work  well.  The 
district  covers  264  miles  from  Zwolle  to  Lake  Providence,  one  hundred 
and  five  of  these  miles  are  traveled  without  a  stop  of  cultivation.  All 
the  Methodist  holdings,  from  Shreveport  to  Monroe,  have  been  aban- 
doned, and  most  of  the  old  time  Methodists  of  this  section  have  either 
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moved  away  or  died  and  the  property  reverted  to  the  original  owners. 
Twenty-two  of  the  38  preaching  places  on  the  district  are  in  the  rurals. 
Twenty-seven  of  the  38  preaching  places  have  less  than  50  members 
on  roll.  Despite  the  gloomy  picture,  all  of  the  pastors  have  done  well, 
for  they  are  stalwart  and  courageous,  willing  prophets  of  the  King- 
dom. Many  of  the  churches  need  a  "face  lifting." 

Bastrop,  Mt.  Olive,  laid  the  corner  stone  of  its  beautiful  church 
edifice.  This  churchy  looking  structure  is  destined  to  enhance  the  pro- 
gram of  Methodism  in  this  North  Louisiana  city.  Rev.  D.  L.  Davidson 
and  his  immediate  predecessors  and  the  fine  people  of  Mt.  Olive  have 
given  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  a  structure  of  which  all  of  us  can 
be  proud. 

Taylor  Chapel,  Pleasant  Hill,  has  been  trying  three  years  to  com- 
plete a  remodeling  job,  but  seems  to  be  unable  to  meet  requirements 
of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions'  representative.  St.  Matthew,  east  of 
Mansfield,  has  been  renovated  inside  and  out  with  a  small  debt  pending. 
Brother  C.  C.  Smith  is  the  guiding  hand  here.  Johnson  Chapel,  under 
the  guidance  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Washington,  has  enlarged  the  choir  loft 
and  added  a  pastor's  study.  Stone  walls  are  up  for  a  new  church  at 
Providence  on  the  Johnson  Circuit.  St.  James,  under  Rev.  J.  C.  Calvin, 
has  pai  dthe  debt  on  the  six  lots  they  purchased.  Rev.  Calvin  has  chal- 
lenged St.  James  as  it  has  never  been  challenged  in  its  history.  Under 
the  guidance  of  Rev.  D.  S.  Fletcher  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions, 
St.  Paul  has  paid  its  long  standing  debt  in  full.  Rev.  J.  D.  David  and 
congregation  are  care  free  with  the  exception  of  the  $500  due  on  their 
modern  parsonage.  On  the  first  Sunday  in  May,  Bonchest,  on  the 
Thomas  Circuit,  dedicated  their  new  frame  structure.  Rev.  J.  C.  Har- 
rison is  pastor.  Mt.  Nebo  stands  as  a  spector  with  its  four  stone  walls 
looking   to   the    sky. 

Evangelism,  under  Rev.  J.  E.  Brown,  has  been  stressed.  During  the 
six  such  meetings,  Dr.  J.  W.  Golden  of  the  Board  of  Evangelism,  came 
to  the  district  and  planned  an  evangelistic  campaign  during  the 
autumn  season.  One  hundred  fifty  accessions  were  reported  at  the 
District  Conference  in  October.  The  Ministers'  Wives  Association  held 
its  annual  banquet  for  the  benefit  of  the  reserve  pension  fund,  and 
their  report  will  be  made  at  this,  conference. 

With  the  citing  of  the  above  facts,  our  fondest  hope  is  that  it 
will  be  demonstrated  that  Louisiana  Methodism,  led  on  by  the  five 
district  superintendents,  and  inspired  by  our  gallant  leader,  Bishop 
Robert  N.  Brooks,  is  looking  forward  to  greater  things,  attaining  unto 
new  heights  every  day.  The  superintendents  wish  to  thank  all  of  the 
pastors  on  their  districts  and  the  many  thousands  of  loyal  Methodists 
across  the  conference  for  their  cooperation  and  upon  all  we  invoke  the 
blessings   of  Almighty   God.

PEOPLES  METHODIST  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

May  15,  1951 

Bishop  Robert  N.  Brooks  and  Brethren: 

"He  went  about  doing  good"  .  .  .  This  descriptive  thought  from 
the  Gospel  writings  challenge  all  religious,  educational,  and  social  wel- 
fare agencies  of  our  time  to  exemplify  the  matchless  life  of  "The 
Man  of  Galilee." 

The  Peoples  Methodist  Community  Center  has  been  attempting  to 
do  "All  The  Good"  possible  for  the  New  Orleans  community  since  July 
4,  1922,  The  work  of  the  former  superintendents:  Revs.  James  C. 
Calvin.  Walter  T.  Handy,  and  George  W.  Carter  has  been  a  major 
potential  in  erecting  this  pyramid  of  service  in  this  semi-slum  area  of 
New  Orleans  among  Negroes  of  all  creeds.  The  former  Episcopal 
leadership  of  Bishop  Robert  E.  Jones  and  Bishop  Alexander  P.  Shaw 
guided,  inspired,  and  aided  immeasurably  those  earlier  superintendents 
to  master  their  work  at  the  Center.  Today,  under  the  outstanding 
guidance  of  Bishop  Robert  N.  Brooks  and  the  directives  of  an  under- 
standing Board  of  Directors,  the  present  superintendent  and  his  staff 
carry  on  the  tradition  of  service  and  work  diligently  to  enlarge  and 
make  more  functional  all  the  varied  activities  of  the  Center. 

The  Superintendent,  Rev.  Richard  W.  Calvin,  is  a  graduate  of 
Southern  University,  has  done  post  graduate  work  at  Northwestern 
University,  Evanston,  Illinois  for  his  Master  Degree,  taught  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  state  for  eighteen  years,  taught  four  years  at 
Southern  University  and  has  been  a  Methodist  pastor  for  eighteen  years. 

Miss  Dorothy  L.  Barnette,  the  Social  Worker,  is  a  graduate  of 
Spelman  College  and  earned  her  Master  Degree  from  Gammon  Theo- 
logical Seminary.  She  has  had  several  years  of  experience  teaching  in 
the  public  school  and  working  in  the  church  in  and  around  Atlanta, 
Georgia.

Bishop   Brooks   and   Members  of  the   Louisiana   Conference: 

Your  Board  of  Education,  hereby,  gives  an  account  of  its  work  in 
the  field  of  Christian  Education  for  the  conference  year   1950-51. 

As  we  come  together,  at  mid-century,  in  this  Thirteenth  Session 
of  the  Louisiana  Anual  Conference  we  find  ourselves  facing  days  of 
confusion  and  radical  changes  in  the  affairs  of  the  State  and  Nation. 
These  are  days  in  which  a  schism  in  the  governmental  and  military 
affairs  of  our  great  democracy  has  caused  it  to  become  filled  with  ten- 
sion, frustration,  and  political  excitement.  This  is  also  a  period  in 
whch  there  is  an  unparalleled  struggle  for  the  mind  and  soul  of  man 
by  forces  of  evil.  The  church  is  the  main  social  instrument  through 
which  men  can  receive  the  moral  and  spiritual  dynamic  which  will 
enable  thpm  to  realise  constructive  solutions  to  grave  problems  which 
have  resulted  from  the  crisis  of  our  modern  era. 

Hence,  winning  people  for  Christ  and  His  Church  imposes  upon 
us  a  fundamental  challenge  and  opportunity.  The  moral  and  spiritual 
life  of  the  church  and  community  must  be  enriched  and  a  more  sincere 
effort  must  be  put  forth  to  reach  the  indifferent  and  unchurched 
people  of  our  community.  It  is  the  conviction  of  your  Board  of  Edu- 
cation that  there  must  be  a  well-planned  program  of  education  in  every 
local  church  if  this  objective  is  to  be  realized.  Every  movement  must 
be  undergirded  by  a  sound  program  of  instruction  to  survive  and  the 
church  is  no  exception.  In  other  words,  for  the  church  to  put  its  pro- 
gam  over  there  must  be  a  progressive,  ongoing  process  of  teaching  and 
learning  within  its  framework.  To  this  end  your  Board  of  Education 
and  staff  have  diligently  worked  during  the  past  year. 

Work  of  the  Staff 

As  usual  your  executive  secretary  has  traveled  extensively  across 
the  conference  in  his  effort  to  cultivate  a  program  of  Christian  culture 
within  the  local  churches.  His  trips  in  the  field  have  involved  personal 
visits  to  35  local  churches.  He  has  held  a  planning  meeting  for 
Christian  Education  in  each  of  the  five  districts.  He  has  presented  the 
cause  of  the  church  school  in  various  conference,  district,  and  sub- 
district  meetings.   He  participated  prominently  in  the   Conference-wide 
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Missionary  Institute  held  at  Hartzell,  New  Orleans.  Under  his  leader- 
ship, the  Board  of  Education  Bulletin,  "The  Suggester,"  has  been  sent 
out  monthly  to  the  pastors,  Church  School  Superintendents,  and  dis- 
trict workers.  He  has  been  instrumental  in  the  planning  and  execution 
of  nine  Leadership  Training  Schools,  five  disstrict  youth  institutes, 
four  vacation  church  school  institutes  and  the  Conference  Annual  Youth 
Assembly.  In  addition  to  these  Conference  activities  your  executive 
secretary  has  participated  in  the  following  Area,  Jurisdictional,  national 
and  international  meetings :  Jurisdictional  Leadership  Training  School 
serving  as  Dean;  Area  Young  Adult  Assembly,  serving  as  Manager; 
Annual  Meeting  of  Division  of  Education  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches;  Jurisdictional  Conference  en  Ministerial  Training;  Jurisdic- 
tional City  Pastors'  Institute;  National  meeting  of  Executive  Secre- 
taires; Tri-Conference  Training  Institute  for  Conference  and  district 
directors  of  Children's  Work,  Louisiana,  Mississippi  and  Upper  Mis- 
sissippi Conferences. 

The  Conference  Drector  of  Youth  Work  has  given  invaluable  serv- 
ice in  our  program  for  the  Christian  Education  of  youth.  She  has  par- 
ticipated in  some  type  of  meeting  pertaining  to  youth  in  all  five  of  the 
districts.  She  has  taken  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  council  with 
pastors  and  other  adult  workers  with  youth  regarding  the  "How"  of 
getting  youth  work  going  in  their  local  churches.  She  kept  in  close 
contact  with  district  and  subdistrict  directors  of  youth  work  giving 
them  guidance  in  carrying  forward  a  program  for  the  Christian  nur- 
ture of  youth  beyond  the  local  church.  Through  the  leadership  of  your 
Conference  Director  of  Youth  Work,  a  weekend  youth  institute  was 
held  in  every  district  this  year.  It  was  through  .her  efforts  that  the  Con- 
ference Youth  Assembly  was  planned  and  promoted  last  summer.  She 
has  worked  diligently  with  district  and  subdistrict  youth  councils  in 
the  planning  of  their  various  programs  and  activities.  She  has  taught 
in  five  one-teacher  leadership  training  schools  and  two  subdistrict 
schools.  In  addition  to  the  conference  activities  our  director  participated 
in  the  Jurisdictonal  Leadership  School  and  the  New  Orleans  Young 
Adult  Assembly,  serving  as  book  steward  for  the  same.  The  conference 
director  attended  the  National  Meeting  of  Conference  Directors  held 
in  Nashville  in  January;  she  also  serves  as  a  member  Joint  Committee 
on  Materials  for  Training  in   Church   Membership. 

Mr.Lloyd  Honere,  Associate  in  Christian  Education  for  the  New 
Orleans  District,  gave  fine  service  from  June  1950  through  December 
1950  until  his  heavy  academic  load  and  student  activities  at  Dillard 
University  necessitated  his  being  relieved  of  his  work.  Through  his 
guidance  local  churches  have  received  a  greater  understanding  of  the 
youth  program,  the  proper  use  of  literature,  Church  School  Rally  Day, 
Youth  Activities  Week,  World  Service  Sunday  and  Student  Recognition 
Day.  He  gave  several  months  of  valuable  service  at  Shaw  Temple. 

We  are  very  proud  of  the  work  of  some  of  our  volunteer  staff. 
Mrs.  Chaney  Prevost,  Mr.  Joseph  Davis,  Mrs.  Fannye  Casanave,  and 
Mr.  Oliver  Brown  are  doing  a  marvelous  job  in  our  district  youth 
wok.  Under  their  guidance  district  youth  institutes  are  held  annually, 
youth  councils  meet  monthly,  various  activities  are  planned  and  sub- 
district  youth  meetings  are  held  regularly.  Miss  Ethel  Alston  has  done 
some  fine  work  as  a  district  director  of  Children's  Work  planning  and 
promoting  annually  a  Vacation  Church  School  Institute  and  visiting 
local  churches.  Mrs.  D.  P.  Handy  has  distinguished  herself  as  a  dis- 
trict director  of  General  Church  School  Work.  She  has  organized  a 
Church  School  Superintendents'  Council  which  meets  monthly  to  share 
experiences  and  to  consider  the  various  problems  involved  in  church 
school  work.  An  outstanding  feature  of  this  council  was  its  First  An- 
nual Fellowship  Dinner.  Mrs.  Narissa  Jarrett,  Conference  Director  of 
Adult   Work,   has    done   great   work   in   the   local    territory   where    she 
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lives.  As  a  result  of  her  work  in  Shrcveport  local  churches  have  be- 
come very  conscious  of  the  importance  of  Young  Adult  Work.  A  Sub- 
district  Young  Adult  Fellowship  has  been  organized  in  Shreveport. 
Forums,  Family  Life  Conferences,  Art  Exhibits,  Race  Relations  pro- 
grams and  other  outstanding  activities  have  been  sponsored. 

Leadership    Training 

We  consider  leadership  training  one  of  the  basic  elements  in  our 
program.  The  people  who  are  committed  to  positions  of  leadership  in 
our  local  churches  must  be  equipped  with  the  skills  and  techniques 
which  will  enable  them  to  execute  successfully  their  chosen  tasks.  It 
is  not  enough  just  to  inspire  and  recruit  workers  but  we  must  prepare 
them  for  the  job.  With  this  fact  in  mind,  five  one-teacher  local  church 
schools,  two  one-teacher  subdistrict  schools  and  two  subdistrict  schools 
with  two  or  more  teachers  were  held.  Twenty-five  local  churches  and 
213  workers  were  reached.  Courses  were  offered  for  age-group  workers 
and  members  and  officers  in  general  in  the  local  church.  In  addition 
to  these  leadership  training  schools  four  one-day  institutes  were  held 
in  the  Conference  to  train  local  church  workers  regarding  the  proper 
set-up  of  the  vacation  church  school  and  the  use  of  current  text  ma- 
terials. Through  this  program  171  workers  representing  40  local 
churches  were  reached. 

Institutes  and  Assemblies 

The  response  to  our  Conference-wide  Youth  Assembly  at  Gulfside 
last  summer  was  most  gratifying.  There  was  a  total  of  106  youth  and 
25  adults,  representing  all  five  districts,  in  attendance.  The  program 
included  worship,  study,  interest  groups,  recreation  and  audio-visual 
aids.  Seventy-five  young  people  committed  themselves  to  become  better 
Christians  and  to  give  greater  service  to  their  local  churches  and 
communities.  Twelve  youth  made  commitments  to  full-time  church 
vocations.  Many  others  committed  themselves  to  engage  only  in  voca- 
tions in  which  they  could  live  an  full-time  Christians.  Week-end  youth 
institutes  were  held  on  all  five  of  the  districts.  They  were  sources  of 
training  and  enrichment  and  fellowship  for  all  youth  who  attended. 
Through  these  activities  185  youth  representing  49  charges  were 
reached. 

The  Louisiana  conference  had  12  persons  as  representatives  at  the 
Central  Jurisdiction  Leadership  Training  School  held  at  Gulfside.  At 
the  Area  Young  Adult  Assembly  32  young  adults  represented  our 
conference. 

Vacation  Church  Schools 

The  Vacation  Church  School  is  a  very  important  activity  in  the 
church's  program  for  the  Christian  education  of  children  and  inter- 
mediates. It  is  an  instrument  that  helps  boys  and  girls  utilize  their 
summer  vacation  in  a  constructive  way.  Through  the  vacation  church 
school  more  time  is  provided  for  Christian  teaching.  Hence,  boys  and 
girls  are  helped  to  grow  in  Christian  living.  There  were  twenty-nine 
schools  held  in  the  conference  last  summer  with  175  workers  and  an 
enrollment  of  2,611   pupils. 

Church  School  Statistics 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Central  Jurisdiction  had  the 
largest  percentage  gain  in  church  school  membership  last  year — 5  per 
cent!  It  is  even  more  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Louisiana  Conference 
had  a  percentage  gain  of  8%  which  ranks  among  the  rest  of  the  con- 
ferences across  the  whole  church.  There  are  only  eight  conferences 
in  the  whole  church  that  had  a  percentage  increase  larger  than  that 
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of  our  conference.  The  statistics  also  show  that  we  had  a  percentage 
gain  of  9%  in  average  attendance  at  Sunday  School!  This  is  very 
important  because  it  is  not  enough  to  just  have  them  on  roll  but  we 
must  bring  them  in  and  teach  them.  It  is  inspiring  to  note  further 
that  we  had  a  gain  of  8%  in  church  school  officers  and  teachers.  This 
indicates  that  local  churches  are  beginning  to  solve  one  of  their  biggest 
problems^ — recruiting   workers   for   the   church    school    program. 

But  in  spite  of  our  gains  for  the  past  year  there  is  much  yet  to  be 
done.  The  statistics  show  that  our  conference  has  lost  ground  during 
the  period  1947-1950.  During  this  period  there  was  a  6%  decrease  in 
church  school  enrollment  and  a  7%  loss  in  average  Sunday  School 
attendance.  During  1950  our  number  of  preaching  places  decreased  by 
5.  There  was  also  a  decrease  in  the  Children's  Division.  However,  the 
report  for  our  conference  in  1950  is  most  commendable.  We  trust 
that  the  report  for  1951  will  reveal  a  much  larger  percentage  gain. 

Dillard  University 

Dillard  University,  the  institution  of  higher  learning  within  the 
boundaries  of  our  Conference  moves  progressively  forward  under  the 
leadership  of  its  most  capable  pesident,  Dr.  A.  W.  Dent,  and  his  fine 
faculty.  During  1949-1950  there  was  an  enrollment  of  546  students 
representing  24  states,  the  British  West  Indies  and  Africa.  The  en- 
rollment was  almost  equally  divided  as  to  sex — 248  young  men  and  298 
women.  The  1950  graduating  class  of  approximately  125  was  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  It  was  composed  of  some  of 
the  very  best  students   to   ever  matriculate   at   Dillard. 

The  educational  program  of  the  college  is  executed  in  a  most  ac- 
ceptable way,  under  five  divisions — Education,  Literature  and  Fine 
Arts,  Nursing,  Sciences,  and  Social  Science.  Some  of  the  significant 
features  of  the  educational  program  are  (1)  a  program  designed  for 
college  graduates  who  are  attempting  to  meet  the  state  requirements 
for  teacher-certification,  (2)  an  experiment  in  English  fundamentals 
with  a  voluntary  group  of  students,  using  materials  and  techniques 
not  usually  employed  in  beginning  English  courses,  (3)  addition  of 
four  well  trained  faculty  members  to  the  nursing  division — a  consultant 
in  social  component  of  nursing,  a  public  health  nurse,  a  nursing  arts 
instructor,  and  a  clinical  instructor  in  nursing,  (4)  establishment  of  a 
good  nucleus  in  audio-visual  education  for  the  instructional  staff,  (5) 
organization  of  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  studying  and  planning 
a  Social  Science  Laboratory  (6)  the  expansion  of  the  Library  into 
greatly  increased  quarters  and  the  completion  of  a  new  modernly  lighted 
stack  room  which  has  shelving  capacity  twice  that  of  the  former 
stacking  facilities. 

The  religious  life  of  the  college  community  has  been  greatly  stim- 
ulated since  the  employment  of  a  full-time  Professor  Religion  and 
Philosophy  who  also  serves  as  Director  of  Religious  Life.  Under  the 
auspices  of  the  Student  Christian  Association,  a  volunteer  Sunday 
School  has  been  instituted.  It  is  attended  by  students  and  teachers. 
The  Sunday  Vesper  programs  have  been  strengthened.  One  Sunday 
each  month  is  given  entirely  to  music  and  three  Sundays  to  preaching. 
Among  the  outstanding  religious  leaders  who  have  brought  inspira- 
tional messages  during  the  Sunday  morning  worship  and  evening 
Vespers  have  been  Bishop  Robert  N.  Brooks,  capable  and  dynamic 
Episcopal  leader  of  New  Orleans  Area,  President  Harry  V.  Richard- 
son of  Gammon  Theological  Seminary,  Bishop  G.  Bromley  Oxnam, 
Bishop  James  C.  Baker,  and  Bishop  Robert  E.  Jones. 

An  increasing  number  of  students  are  studying  in  the  field  of 
religion  at  Dillard.  During  the  last  school  year  there  were  83,  sixteen 
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of  whom  arc  majors.  In  the  graduating  class  of  1950  there  were  six 
religion  and  philosophy  majors,  each  of  whom,  expected  to  continue 
study  in  a  theological  seminary. 

Godman    School 

Godman  School,  a  project  of  the  Women's  Division  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  is  moving  along  in  a  splendid  way 
under  the  efficient  leadership  of  its  principal,  Mr.  James  C.  Bridges. 
The  institution  has  three  teachers  and  68  students.  Its  academic  work 
covers  grades  1  through  8.  The  PTA  has  been  reorganized.  Playground 
equipment  for  the  school  has  been  purchased.  A  project  to  raise  funds 
for  a  movie  projector  is  now  in  progress.  Outstanding  activities  for 
the  year  are  (1)  Annual  Christmas  Program,  (2)  May  Day  Festival 
and    (3)    Commencement   Exercises.

Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  conference.  The  Committee  on 
Stewardship  after  prayerful  deliberation  upon  and  consideration  of  the 
great  responsibility  of  the  church,  wishes  to  offer  for  your  considera- 
tion the  following: 
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Since  the  care  of  the  retired  preacher,  his  widow  or  orphaned 
children  is  one  of  the  urgent  needs  of  our  conference  and  since  these 
needs  are  so  meagerly  met  under  the  present  plan  of  pensions,  and  in 
realization  of  the  far  reaching-  effect  of  the  plan  presently  being 
worked  out  in  our  conference.  We  the  committee  on  stewardship  feel 
that  this  is  one  of  the  great  challenges  of  the  church  which  should  be 
met  by  all  who  are  called  by  the  name  Christian  in  a  manner  which 
would  be  expressed  by  the  individual  person  and  should  be  representa- 
tive of  the  free  choice  of  each  person.  We  urge  that  the  Sunday  before 
Thanksgiving  be  observed  as  stewardship  Sunday,  in  every  church  in 
the  conference  and  that  each  pastor  call  attention  to  the  stewardship 
responsibility  of  the  membership  in  the  church  and  that  methods  best 
suited  to  each  congregation  be  adopted  to  receive  contributions  to  be 
applied  on  the  pension  plan  which  the  conference  has  adopted.  That 
the  committee  on  stewardship  be  given  permission  to  by  correspondence 
and  personal  contact  follow  the  plan  to  completion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EVANGELISM 

"Christ    Is   the   Answer" 

Jesus  Christ  is  the  one  sure  foundation  for  a  world  shaking  under 
the  fury  of  moral  earthquakes  of  unparalleled  proportions.  Man  des- 
perately needs  Christ  if  he  is  to  be  saved  from  individual  and  social 
sins!  Man  needs  Christ  for  the  dynamic  which  can  transform  evil  men 
into  good  men,  and  evil  nations  into  nations  governed  by  justice  and 
truth.  To  know  and  to  love  Christ  is  to  bring  a  transforming  power 
to  bear  upon  every  life  and  every  situation. 

The  world  will  not  be  changed  unless  individual  lives  are  changed. 
Hatred  in  foreign  nations  will  not  be  conquered  until  hatred  in  millions 
of  Americans  is  driven  out  by  the  redeeming  love  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Justice  and  integrity  in  foreign  nations  will  not  be  achieved  until 
justice  and  integrity  become  the  consuming  passion  of  America.  Men 
must  be  changed!  This  is  the  hour  to  proclaim  the  evangelistic  mes- 
sage from  every  pulpit  and  to  carry  the  Good  News  into  millions  of 
homes. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  must  carry  on  Methodism's  evangelistic 
passion  and  march  out  for  Christ  continuously  until  every  soul  is  won 
for  Him.  Our  gains  in  membership  have  been  favorable  but  we  should 
endeavor  to  secure  four  times  as  many  members  in  1951-1952  as  we 
have  gained  in  the  past  year. 

Recommendations 

1.  Conduct  two  good  worship  services  in  each  church  every  Sunday. 

2.  Have  the  invitation  to  Christian  Discipleship  at  every  worship 
service. 

3.  Keep  a  record  of  all  persons  not  members  of  the  church  who  have 
been  served  by  the  church  through  infant  baptisms,  marriages, 
illness  or  funerals  and  seek  to  secure  the  membership  of  all 
youths  and  adults  recorded. 

4.  Organize  a  Fishermen's  Club  or  similar  group  to  find  strangers 
and  unchurched  people  and  to  bring  them  into  church  membership. 
Use  both  youths  and  adults  in  the  clubs. 

5.  Use  the  Methodist  Hymnal  and  Upper  Room  Song  Book  in  reg- 
ular services  for  greater  inspiration. 

6.  Make  the  Summer  Revivals  and  Weeks  of  Special  Evangelistic 
Preaching   Services   productive: 

Compile  adequate  lists  of  prospectss. 

Undergird  whole  movement  with  much  prayer. 

Visit  for  Christ  on  Saturday  before  services  begin,  on  Sunday 

afternoon,  and  even  on  week-day  afternoons  and  nights. 

7.  Make  Preaching  Revivals  Reaching  Revivals. 

8.  Observe  National  Week  of  Visitation  Evangelism  in  each  church, 
March  16-20,  1952. 

9.  Conduct  a  Preaching  Mission  and  an  Evangelistic  Rally  on  each 
District. 

10.  Carry  out  as  many  of  the  plans  offered  by  The  Board  of  Evan- 
gelism and  the  Board  of  Education  as  possible. 

11.  Orientate  all  evangelistic  efforts  around  the  slogan  "Every  mem- 
ber with  a  member  in  1951-1952." 

12.  Encourage   the   families   of   the   church   to   read   "The   Bible"   and 
"The  Upper  Room"  daily.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  LAY  LEADER

Bishop  Brooks  has  continued  his  excellent  leadership  in  advancing 
the  work  of  the  Kingdom  in  the  New  Orleans  Area  and  the  Louisiana 
Conference  during  the  past  year.  Even  during  the  weeks  of  severe  ill- 
ness, his  presence  and  his  guiding  hand  were  seen  and  felt. 

The  Lay  Leader  and  entire  Laity  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  ap- 
preciates the  fine  cooperation,  assistance  and  encouragement  given  by 
Bishop  Brooks  to  our  Lay  Activities  program.  He  attended  our  Con- 
ference Board  of  Lay  Activities  last  year  in  Shreveport,  and  gave  his 
usual  wholesome   and   very  brotherly   advice. 

It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  welcome  so  many  of  our  fine  Laymen 
from  all  sections  of  the  state.  We  are  glad  for  this  opportunity  to  pre- 
sent our  own  Bishop  Brooks  to  you,  for  he  is  indeed  the  Laymen's 
exhibit  A. 

Program  of  Lay  Activities — Year  1951-52 

Our  major  objective  for  the  coming  Conference  year  will  be:  Or- 
ganizing Methodist  Men;  our  goal  shall  be  110  chartered  groups  in 
the  Louisiana  conference.  The  results  can  be  made  possible  through 
leadership  and  cooperation  of  the  Conference  Lay  Leader,  District  Lay 
Leaders,  District  Superintendents,  Charge  Lay  Leaders,  Associate  Lay 
Leaders,  Group  Presidents  of  already  organized  Methodist  Men,  and  the 
wholehearted  support  of  the  Ministers.  We  expect  to  push  this  work 
until  every  church  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  has  an  active  chartered 
group  of  Methodist  Men  as  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
General  Board  of  Lay  Activities.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  each  and 
every  group  having  the  old  Charter  will  send  in  the  Annual  member- 
ship dues  of  $10.00.  Churches  with  a  membership  of  less  than  300 
will  pay  dues  of  $5.00. 

There  will  be  held  at  Gulf  side  this  summer  a  Methodist  Men  Re- 
treat, suggested,  promoted  and  sponsored  by  Bishop  Brooks,  in  co- 
operation with  your  Conference  Lay  Leader,  the  Pastors,  Presidents 
of  Methodist  Men.  They  will  be  notified  in  due  time  of  the  meeting. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Lay  Activities,  Tuesday, 
May  15,  1951,  the  following  program  of  Lay  Activities  for  the  year 
1950-51  was  approved  and  adopted: 

1.  A  well  informed  and  active  Charge  Lay  Leader  in  every  church, 
with  an  able  Associate  Charge  Lay  Leader  to  counsel  and  cooperate 
with  the  Pastor  in  carrying  on  the  years'  program. 

2.  Organize  and  perpetuate  "Methodist  Men"  in  every  church. 

3.  Emphasize  "Laymen's  Day"  (4th  Sunday  in  February)  in  every 
church. 

4.  Plan  and  promote  the  "Week  of  Dedication"  in  every  church. 

5.  Organize  a  "Laymen's  Speakers  Bureau"  for  each  District,  so 
that  a  number  of  Laymen  would  be  available  for  call  by  the  District 
Superintendent,  or  District  Lay  Leader  to  supply  as  speaker  wherever 
a  vacancy  may  occur  so  that  regular  Worship  Services  will  be  con- 
ducted in  all  churches  in  the  Conference. 

6.  Promote  Christian  Stewardship  Education  and  Cultivation  in 
the  local  church  as  outlined  by  the  General  Board  of  Lay  Activities. 
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7.  Regular  meeting  of  the  Official  Board  in  every  church  to  be 
held  monthly. 

8.  Cooperate  fully  in  the  Quadrennium  program  of  "Advance  for 
Christ   and   His   Church." 

9.  Participate  in  the  general  program  of  Evangelism  of  the  church 
with   special   emphasis   on   Home   Visitation. 

10.  An  active  Christian  Literature  Committee  to  work  with  the 
Charge  Lay  Leader  and  the  Good  Literature  Secretary  to  promote  cir- 
culation and  use  of  Methodist  literature,  accepting  as  a  goal — "The 
Central  Christian  Advocate  in  Every  Methodist  Home."  This  would 
tend  to  relieve  some  of  the  burden  from  the  pastor. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  the  Conference  that  Laymen's  Day  was 
generally  observed  throughout  the  Conference,  and  our  District  Laymen's 
Day  Program  held  at  People's  Methodist  church,  was  city-wide  and 
quite  inspirational.  Your  Conference  Lay  Leader  has  carried  the  work 
to  four  of  the  Districts  this  year.  Some  he  has  visited  twice,  and  visited 
all  of  the  District  Conferences,  save  one.  The  themes  of  our  addresses 
have  been  "A  Better  Ministry"  and  "A  Better  Church  is  the  Laymen's 
Responsibility".  Altogether,  this  Conference  year  I  have  given  15  full 
days  to  the  work  of  Lay  Activities,  of  which  I  am  proud. 

Theme,  the  outstanding  characteristic  of  the  Lay  Work  this  year 
has  been  the  complete  unity  and  harmony  among  our  Bishop,  the  District 
Superintendents,  the  Ministers,  and  practically  the  entire  Layity  on  the 
various  Districts  and  in  the  churches.  I  am  indeed  grateful  to  all  of 
them,  together  with  the  fine  leadership  of  our  friend,  Vice  Conference 
Lay  Leader,  Mr.  James  Carney,  our  fine  District  Lay  Leaders,  Mr.  L. 
M.  Johnson,  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  who  up  to  date  has  purchased 
two  (2)  District  Parsonages — our  hats  off  to  him;  Mr.  R.  M.  Pinkston, 
of  the  Franklin  District,  a  fine  energetic  young  churchman  who  is  laying 
the  ground  work  for  a  District  Parsonage,  together  with  his  District 
Superintendent;  Dr.  0.  V.  Cooper,  the  little  dynamic  District  Lay  Leader 
of  the  Lake  Charles  District;  Mr.  Oscar  Jamerson,  the  ever  faithful 
leader  of  the  New  Orleans  District;  and  Mr.  Fletcher  Brown,  new  in  the 
District  work,  but  with  the  assistance  of  his  District  Superintendent, 
is  giving  a  good  account  of  the  work  on  the  Shreveport  District. 

This  has  been  the  greatest  year  in  Lay  work.  I  base  this  statement 
on  facts  and  reports  made  in  the  various  District  Conferences,  and  my 
visits  to  the  many  churches  on  the  various  Districts.  I  am  very  grateful 
to  the  fine  aid  given  by  Bishop  Brooks,  District  Superintendents  Brown, 
McElroy,  Walker,  Handy  and  Baker,  the  District  Lay  Leaders,  the  As- 
sociate Lay  Leaders,  and  all  of  the  Laymen  throughout  the  Conference. 
Also  to  Mrs.  Brooks,  for  the  very  fine  and  thoughtful  recommendations 
presented  at  the  seat  of  the  Area  Council  during  the  weeks'  outirig  at 
Gulfside  for  the  Minister's  wives  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  1951. 

We  hope  that  after  hearing  more  about  the  plan  that  the  entire 
Laity  will  take  hold  and  cooperate  in  any  manner.  We  have  also  had 
fine  help  from  our  Conference  officers,  for  which  we  are  very  grateful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

In  an  adjourned  session  of  the  Annual  conference,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  met  to  consider  the  temp- 
oral affairs  of  the  corporation. 

Be  Tt  Known,  that  on  the  27th  Day  of  September,  1950,  eight  mem- 
bers of  the  board  appeared  before  William  Waller  Young,  a  Notary 
Public,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  witnesses  hereinafter  named  and 
undersigned,  for  the  purpose  of  filing  the  Articles  of  Incorporation 
with  amended  and  re-enacted  provisions  as  directed  by  the  Resolution 
adopted  in  the  session  of  the  1950  Annual  conference. 

The  said  Articles  of  Incorporation  are  made  a  part  of  the  Charter 
of  the  corporation  known  as  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  Central  Jurisdiction.  The  place  of  business  shall  be 
in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  Parish  of  Orleans,  State  of  Louisiana.  The 
Board  shall  have  full  power  as  herein  stated  and  delegated  unto  it  as 
per  the  provision  of  the  discipline  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

Until  the  next  Annual  Conference  in  1951,  Nine  Trustees  were 
named  and  for  the  terms  set  opposite  their  names.  A  copy  of  these  are 
found  in  the  minutes  of  1950  Annual  Conference  proceedings,  P.  50; 
it  will  necessary  at  this  session  of  the  annual  conference  to  name  three 
trustees  whose  terms  expire  in  three  years. 

This  corporation  shall  have  power  at  any  annual  conference  to 
adopt,  amend  oi  repeal  any  By-Laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  Board  and  the  management  of  the  business. 
The  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  exempt  from  liability. 

The  corporate  existence  of  this  charter  and  corporation  shall  en- 
dure and  is  fixed  at  ninety-nine  years  from  the  date  of  filing  of  the 
Article  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Orleans  Parish. 

Attached  to  the  Articles  of  Corporation  are  certifications  of  recorda- 
tion in  Book  1811,  Folio  183,  New  Orleans,  La.,  October  31,  1950  at  3:25 
p.m.  The  Charter  is  on  fiJe  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  Hon.  Wade  O. 
Martin  and  authenticated  with  the  impress  of  the  seal  of  his  office,  at 
Baton  Rouge,  La.,  on  November  29,  1950. 

Other  matters  of  temporal  substance  were  considered  but  held  for 
further  investigation  to  insure  correct  procedure  in  obtaining  sufficient 
evidence  as  to  the  corporation's  claim  on  the  property  at  Morganza. 

We,  the  members  of  Trustee  Board  of  Louisiana  Annual  conference 
submit  this  our  report.

We  referred  the  matter  of  Special  Day  Offerings  to  the  Board  of 
Education.  (See  Report). 

1.  World  Service  Sunday,  the  fourth  Sunday  in  each  month  shall 
be  observed  as  World  Service  Sunday,  with  a  suitable  program  of  mis- 
sionary education  in  the  local  church,  with  a  collection  for  World  Service 
and  Christian  Education. 
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2.  That  we  accept  22%  of  the  Area  Budget  as  our  established  quota 
of  benevolences. 

3.  That  the  distribution  ratio  shall  be,  36.1%  for  General  Confer- 
ence Benevolences,  and  63.9%)  for  Annual  Conference  Benevolences. 

4.  That  out  of  the  15%  raised  for  Conference  Claimants,  10%  shall 
be  for  immediate  distribution,  4%  for  Permanent  Fund,  and  1%  shall  be 
for  the  Retired  Supply  Pastors. 

5.  Thanks  should  be  extended  the  Minister's  Wives  Association, 
for  the  fine  services  they  have  rendered  in  previous  years  in  the  inter- 
est of  this  fund,  and  they  shall  continue  working  towards  the  goal  of 
$7,000  per  year  for  three  years. 

6.  That  the  Budget  of  $27,994.00  be  adopted  as  the  Budget  for  10*51- 
1952  conference  year,  for  the  General  and  Annual  Conference  causes, 
with  reports  being  made  at  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  Race  Relations  Day 
and  Easter.  Easter  will  complete  the  entire  Budget,  and  each  collection 
will  be  divided  according  to  the  percentage  that  each  item  represents  in 
the  total  Budget. 

7.  We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  fixing  the  District  Superin- 
tendent's Salaries,  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  District  Stewards  and 
Pastor's  Council  on  the  several  districts.  It  is  also  recommended  that 
the  item  dropped  from  the  above  Budget,  known  as,  "DISTRICT  SUPER- 
INTENDENT'S TRAVEL,"  be  cared  for  in  the  item  of  District  Expense, 
on  the  several  districts.

9.  We  recommend  that  the  goal  for  "ADVANCE  SPECIALS," 
which  was  $9,575.00  last  year,  be  the  amount  of  our  goal  for  this  year. 

10.  That  we  instruct  the  Conference  Treasurer,  to  remit  to  the 
Area  office,  after  each  roll  call,  the  percentage  of  the  funds  raised  at 
each  roll  call,  that  is  due  to  go  to  that  office. 

Objectives   for   the    Year 

That  we  fully  cooperate  in  the  promotion  of  the  Advance  for  Christ 
and  His  Church,  movement,  with  special  emphasis  upon  the  observance 
o  fthe  "Week  of  Dedication",  and  the  promotion  of  the  "RESERVE 
PENSrON  PLAN,"  as  we  did  in  the  past  year.  We  therefore  commend 
the  District  Superintendents,  Pastors  and  loyal  laymen  in  the  congre- 
gations, for  raising  sufficient  funds  during  the  year,  that  we  were  en- 
abled to  take  care  of  our  Conference  Budget  in  full.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered, however,  that  before  this  was  done,  we  have  taken  care  of  our 
increase  in  World  Service  giving,  33  1/3%  for  the  quardrennium.

CITY  OF  NEW  ORLEANS 

Be  It  Known,  that  on  this  27th  day  of  the  month  of  September,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty, 

Before  Me,  William  Waller  Young,  a  Notary  Public,  duly  com- 
missioned and  qualified,  in  and  for  this  City  and  the  Parish  of  Orleans, 
therein  residing,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  witnesses  hereinafter  named 
and  undersigned. 

Personally  Came  and  Appeared:  T.  E.  McElroy,  J.  C.  Bibbons,  G. 
E.  Zilton,  J.  E.  Brown,  E.  J.  Wise,  D.  L.  Davidson,  C.  E.  Castin,  A.  M. 
Taylor,  P.  M.  Jones,  all  above  the  full  age  of  majority  and  residents  of 
this  City,  constituting  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana, created  by  an  act  passed  before  Gabriel  Fernandez,  Jr.,  a  Notary 
Public  in  nad  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  State  of  Louisiana,  on  January 
24,  1911,  duly  recorded  in  the  Mortgage  Office  of  the  Parish  of  Or- 
leans, Louisiana,  in  Book  1811,  and  folio  183,  the  said  appearers  acting 
herein  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
held  at  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  on  the  19th  day  of  May,  1950,  a  certified 
copy  of  the  minutes  of  said  meeting  being  hereunto  annexed  and  made 
part  hereof . 

And  said  appearers  declared  that  at  said  meeting  of  the  annual 
conference  of  said  corporation  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  were 
amended  and  re-enacted,  as  will  appear  from  the  aforesaid  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  said  meeting  attached  hereto,  and  that  they,  said  appearers, 
constituting  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  corporation,  were  duly 
authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  said  amendment  to  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  of  said  corporation  to  be  embodied  in  a  notarial  act. 

Now,  Therefore,  in  accordance  with  said  minutes,  said  appearers, 
acting  in  their  aforesaid  capacity,  having  appeared  before  me,  Notary, 
for  the  purpose  of  placing  said  amendment  to  the  Articles  of  Incor- 
poration of  said  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  authentic  form  by  no- 
tarial act,  do  now  declare  that  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  said 
corporation  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as 
to  hereafter  be  and  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

ARTICLE  I 
Name 

The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church  Central  Jurisdiction. 

ARTICLE  II 
Principal  Place  of  Business 

Section  1.  The  principal  place  of  business  shall  be  in  the  City  of 
New  Orleans,  in  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  establish  and  maintain  such  other  and  additional  offices  and 
places  of  business  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  convenient,  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  with  the  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Resident  Bishop. 

Section  3.  The  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
conduct  all  business  at  the  place  where  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
held,  within  the  Conference. 
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ARTICLE  III 
Objects,  Purposes  and  Powers 

Section  1.  The  objects  and  purposes  of  this  corporation  are  the 
promotion  of  religion,  benevolence  and  learning,  in  connection  and  co- 
operation with  The  Methodist  Church,  in  accordance  with  the  Discipline 
of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Section  2.  This  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
do  any  and  all  acts  and  things  necessary,  incident  or  convenient  to  the 
furtherance  and  attainment  of  its  objects  and  purposes;  to  receive  and 
acquire  by  purchase,  gift,  devise  or  bequest,  absolute,  in  trust  or  in  any 
other  manner,  real  and  personal  property,  and  to  hold,  use,  invest,  re- 
invest, and  to  sell,  mortgage,  pledge,  assign  and  transfer  such  prop- 
erty, or  any  interest  therein;  and  to  povide  for  the  support  of  retired 
ministers,  connected  with  the  conference,  their  widows  and  dependent 
children. 

Section  3.  This  corporation,  as  the  successor  to  the  Louisiana  An- 
nual Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  shall  have  and  is  hereby  vested  with  all  of  the  rights, 
powers,  property,  privileges  and  jurisdiction  heretofore  vested  in  the 
aforesaid  corporation,  subject  to  these  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the 
Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Section  4.  This  corporation  shall  have  and  possess  all  of  the  rights, 
powers,  privileges,  immunities,  franchises,  and  exemptions  permitted 
such  corporations  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana, as  now  exist  or  hereafter  amended. 

Section  5.  This  corporation  shall  have  the  right,  power  and  au- 
thority to  organize,  incorporate,  establish,  support,  govern  and  control 
educational,  religious  hospitals  and  other  charitable  and  benevolent  in- 
stitutions, and  provide  for  the  representation  and  control  of  the  gov- 
erning bodies  of  such  organizations  and  corporations. 

Sectin  6.  The  power  and  jurisdiction  of  this  Conference  shall  extend 
to  and  include  all  of  the  affairs  and  property  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
located  within  the  bounds  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  (Central  Jurisdiction),  as  now  or  hereafter  fixed  and 
defined  by  the  General  or  the  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Management  of  Control — Board  of  Trustees 

,  Section  1.  The  business  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed,  con- 
trolled and  directed  by  the  regular  or  duly  called  sessions  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church5  by  the  Resident 
Bishop,  and  shall  function  through  the  Board  of  nine  (9)  trustees, 
known  as  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  consist  of  the  persons  elected 
to  said  Board  by  the  Annual  Conference,  as  provided  in  the  Discipline  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  as  it  shall  from  time  to  time  be  declared  and 
established  by  the  constituted  authority,  namelv  the  General  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Section  2.  The  election  of  Trustees  shall  be  so  conducted  that  at 
all  times  ministerial  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  min- 
isters of  said  conference,  and  lay  members  shall  be  members  of  The 
Methodist  Church  within  said  conference. 

Section  3.  The  election  of  Trustees  shall  be  so  conducted  that  three 
Trustees  shall  be  elected  for  one  year;  three  Trustees  elected  for  two 
years,  and  three  Trustees  elected  for  three  years,  at  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence each  year  thereafter  three  Trustees  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office 
until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and  have  qualified. 

Section  4.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  also  elect  each  year  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  on  the  Board  of 
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Trustees  not  within  the  intendment  of  the  Section  of  this  Article,  such 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  be  elected  for  the  unexpired  terms  of  the  Trustee 
whose  position  is  to  be  filled  by  such  election;  but  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  have  the  power  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident  Bishop, 
to  fill  any  interim  vacancy  until  the  vacancy  shall  have  been  filled  by 
action  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Section  5.  Until  the  next  Annual  Conference  in  1951,  the  following 
shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  corporation,  and  for  the 
terms  set  opposite  their  names:

J.  C.  Bibbons  shall  be  the  Secretary,  and  G.  E.  Zilton  shall  be  Treasurer; 

and  they  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected 

by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  have  qualified ; 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  the  officers  thereof 
and  appoint  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  five  (5)  of  their 
number,  which  committee  shall  have  such  powers,  and  perform  such 
duties  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  delegated  to  them  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  by  the  Annual  Conference;  and  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  President  or  Chairman,  respectively,  or 
of  any  three  members  thereof,  upon  not  less  than  three  days'  notice  in 
writing,  or  at  any  time  when  all  members  are  present  and  agree  to  meet 
and  transact  business. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  make  full  reports  of  all  business  transacted  by  them  to  each 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference.  And  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  upon  request. 

Section  9.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  Trustees;  and  a  quorum  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  (3)  members. 

Section  10.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  and  exercise  all 
powers  of  governing  and  managing  the  affairs  of  the  corporation, 
subject  to  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  the  will  and 
direction  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Section  11.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  management, 
government  and  control  of  all  Abandoned  Church  property,  and  of  the 
Permanent  Funds  of  the  corporation,  which  shall  consist  of  all  monies 
and  property  heretofore  acquired  by,  or  hereafter  given  to,  or  made 
payable  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  or  any  that  was  formerly 
owned  by  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  allocated  or  assigned  to 
this  Corporation  by  virtue  of  the  action  taken  in  the  Uniting  of  the 
Churches  above  mentioned;  all  notes,  gifts,  pledges,  obligations,  devises, 
and  bequests  heretofore  made  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  income 
from  the  above  shall  be  for  the  use  and  purposes  set  out  herein. 
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ARTICLE  V 

By-Lawe 

This  corporation  shall  have  the  power  at  any  Annual  Conference 
to  adopt,  amend  or  repeal  By-Laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  management  of  the 
business  of  the  corporation  not  inconsistent  with  these  Articles  of  In- 
corporation, the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Exemption  from  Liability 

The  private  property  of  the  members  and  officers  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  be  liable  for  any  of  the  debts  or  liabilities  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Prelatical  Control 

The  title  to  all  property  of  the  member  churches  within  the  bounds 
of  this  Conference  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  taken  and  held,  and  are 
hereby  established  as  taken  and  held,  in  the  name  of  such  individual 
church,  in  trust  for  use  and  benefit  of  this  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church  and  subject  to  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist 
Church  and  subject  to  the  ministerial  appointments  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  made  by  the  Resident  Bishop.  This  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference, exercising  supervisory  authority  over  every  local  church  within 
its  bounds,  does  so  because  of  the  Prelatical  form  of  government  in  and 
through  which  the  Methodist  Church  operates.  By  this  we  mean,  that 
all  local  church  property  held  in  trust  by  local  Boards  of  Trustees,  is 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  parent  body,  the  Methodist  Church.  It  is 
understood  by  all  legal  authority,  that  such  authority  is  resident  in  the 
General  Church,  and  that  the  Methodist  Church  has  this  Prelatical 
control,  along  with  the  Catholic,  the  Protestant  Episcopal,  and  the 
Northern  Presbyterian  Church  bodies,  in  America. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Corporate  Existence 

Section  1.  The  term  for  which  this  corporation  shall  endure  is 
hereby  fixed  at  ninety-nine  (99)  years  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the 
Articles  of  Incorporation  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Orleans  Parish, 
subject  to  renewal  provided  by  law. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  may  be  sooner  dissolved  by  a  three- 
fourths  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference,  or  these  Ar- 
ticles of  Incorporation  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Annual  Conference,  and  upon  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  the  Discipline  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Discipline 

Section  1.  The  affairs  of  this  corporation,  its  property,  manage- 
ment and  administration  shall  in  all  respects  be  subject  to  the  Discipline 
of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  doctrines,  laws,  usages,  customs  and  ministerial 
appointments  of  the  Methodist  Church,  as  from  time  to  time  made  and 
disclosed  by  the  lawful  authority  of  the  Methodist  Church.  All  local 
church  property  is  under  control  of  this  corporation  and  bought  in  the 
name  of  the  Methodist  Church,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  owned  by  the 
Methodist  Church  even  though  a  local  congregation  might  have  been 
successful    in    liquidating    existing    mortgages    on    the    property.     The 
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Trustees  obviously  hold  possession  for  the  use  of  persons  who  by  the 
Constitution,  usages  and  laws  of  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Church 
have  a  right  to  the  use  of  such  property. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Trustees  are  liable  to  be  moved  by  the 
congregation  through  the  Quarterly  Conference,  for  whom  they  hold  this 
trust,  and  others  may  be  substituted  in  their  places.  They  have  no  per- 
sonal ownership  or  right  beyond  this,  and  are  subject  in  the  official 
relations  to  the  property  to  the  control  of  the  session  of  the  Quarterly 
Conference. 

Each  local  church  of  this  annual  Conference  is  but  a  member  of  a 
larger  organization  under  a  form  of  government  which  subordinates 
the  smaller  unit  to  the  final  judgment  of  the  larger.
